sw ep t a w a y , leading to the w it h ­ 
d raw al of tlie entire body, whose 
dead strew ed the field. 
T h e bravery of the dervishes can 
hardly be overestim ated. 
Th ose 
w h o 
carried 
the 
flags 
struggled to w itliin a fe w hundred 
yards of our fightin g line, 
while 
the mounted emirs absolutely threw 
their lives a w a y in bold charges. 
W h e n 
the dervishes w iilid rew 
behind the ridge in front of their 
cam p the w hole force marched in 
echelon of battalions tow ard O m ­ 
durm an. 
A s our troops surm ount­ 
ed the crest adjoining the X ile , the 
Soudanese on our right came into 
contact w ith the enem y, w h o had 
reformed under cover of a rocky 
em inence and had massed beneath 
the black standard of the 
khalifa 
in order to m ake a supreme effort 
to retrieve the fortunes of the day. 
A mass, I5, (X)0 strong, bore d ow n 
on the Soudanese. 
G eneral K itc h e n e r s w u n g round 
the center and left of the Soudanese 
and seized tèe rock^ eminence, and 
the E g y p tia n s , hitherto- in reserve, 
joined 
the 
firing 
line 
in 
ten 
minutes, and before the dervishes 
could drive their attack home. 
T h e flow er of the k h a lifa ’ s arm y 
w as cauget in a depression, 
and 
w ith in a zone of w ith erin g cross­ 
fire from three bridges, w ith the 
attendant artillery. 
T h e devoted 
mahdists strove heroically to m ake 
h ea d w a y, but every rush w as stop­ 
ped, w h ile their man bod y w as lit­ 
erally m o w n d o w n by a sustained 
deadly cross-fire. 
D efian tly the dervishes planted

T h e ir dense masses gradu-' 
ally melted to com panies, and the 
com panies to driblets beneath the 
leaden hail.

Gen. 
B etancourt says : 
“ It becomes necessary for me to 
call to your attention at this time 
and impress upon you the condi­ 
tion of our noble arm y as it is now 
in this province. 
It is not that I 
seek to com plain, for we feel, as 
do all C uban patriots, tha t the end 
of our sufferings is close at hand, 
and we are w illing to continue our 
sacrifice for our cause, hut we feel 
tha t there are some things w hich 
should be rem edied at the present 
tim e, and desire tha t you call them 
to the attention of the A m erican 
g o v ernm ent. 
“ T he S paniards in this province 
com pletely disregard the armistice 
w hich w e have been inform ed ex ­ 
ists, and are even now rnore.ready 
to fire upon us than w hen we were 
actually at w ar, the idea seem ing 
to be that they have but little long­ 
er to rem ain upon C ub an soil, and 
they will do their w orst while here. 
W he n any of our troops approach 
the cultivated places to procure 
food, 
even 
by 
purchase or 
ex­ 
change, they are invariably fired 
upon by S panish soldiers. 
It does 
not m a tter w hether or not our sol­ 
diers are armed, they meet w ith the 
same attack . 
In some instances we 
have been obliged to defend our­ 
selves w ith 
force of arms, 
and 
w henever such has been the case, 
or even if our soldiers have not firec. 
a shot, the S paniards send out the 
false report tha t our arm y is a tta c k ­ 
ing tlieir forces, stealing and plun­ 
dering in the tow ns and carrying 
aw a y food and provisions. 
Such 
is not the case, I can assure you, 
but, on the other hand, the S p a n­ 
iards have been more active since 
peace negotiations began than tae^y 
w ere before. 
. 
“ O ur arm y has endeavored in 
every w ay to abide by the terms of 
the peace proposition entered into 
betw een the 
U nite d 
States 
and 
Spain. 
It is true that there was 
some 
fighting 
and 
sk irm ishing 
done after the negotiations w ere in 
progress, hut tha t w as hefoie our 
arm y had any k now ledge of 
the 
condition of affairs, but now that 
our people have come 
to und er­ 
stand the situation, they are glad 
to do all tliey can to advance the 
cause of peace, w hich will at least 
perm it us to return to our homes 
and enjoy the blessings of lihert>L 
“ W e are placed at a great, disad­ 
vantage and m ade to appear in an 
unfair light from the fact that the 
S paniards send out false reports to 
M a d rid w hich reach 
the 
U nited 
States before we can dispatch mes­ 
sages to you telling the true state 
of affairs. 
A ga in you should call 
the attention of the A m erican gov­ 
ernm ent to the fact tha t ver} 
few, 
in fact, scarcely any, of 
the 
sup­ 
plies and provisions sent 
to 
t e 
tow ns in C uba controlled by the 
S paniards, and intended for 
people, actually reach them . T hey 
are all tak en 
by the 
S paniards, 
w hile our people go hungry, starve 
and die. 
If these supplies could be 
sent 
to 
the 
interior 
tow ns 
w here 
our forces 
are 
in 
com ­ 
m a nd they 
could be distributed 
along our people and relieve the 
great distress and suffering. 
It is 
of little or no use to send suppi^lies 
to the tow ns w hich are still heldb] 
S paniards. 
Strife is caused, and 
in the end the S paniards get a, 1 
and the C ubans none.
